Why Did the 


Plumbers Strike? 


The plumbers of Madison have always believed that 


they should be paid higher wages than any other craft. 
So, when an increase was granted the carpenters, they 
thought it was high time to strike. 


The plumbers are few in numbers, all unionized, and 


(hey thought it would be easy to get what they wanted. 
They went on a strike, although they are employed the 
year around, in nearly every instance. This is not the 
case in cities like Chicago, where men are laid off as 
soon as a job is done and told to apply at the office in a 
few days. Madison plumbers have had steady work. 
Their wage has been constant. Yet, they demand larger 
wages when the building conditions will not permit of 
it. 


The labor leaders—pajd trouble makers for the boss- 


es and for the men—declare jobs unfair if any plumb- 
ing is done on them. This means that if a non-union 
man should do an important plumbing job on a house 
under construction and needing the work badly, that 
the walking delegates would report the fact and unless 
the non-union man was taken off immediately every 
carpenter, lather, plasterer, etc., would be prevented 
from working on that job. 


Does the consuming public understand these high- 


handed methods? Does the consuming public know 
that the striking plumbers? have refused to arbitrate or 
reason the present situation out with the master 
plumbers? 


Some days ago a man went to look at a building un- 


der construction. 
As he approached the house he saw 


the men working there. 
When he entered the premises 


all doors were locked. Finally he got in. The men said 
(hey thought he was a strike breaker and they wanted 
to finish their part of the job. They explained that if 
they let him go to work they would have to quit. The 
man was the owner of the new building. 


It's a pity. Men want to work and earn a living. 


Fully 65 per cent of all men employed in Madison and 
members of the, various unions want to work. The agi- 
talors compel them to "stick with the bunch." The re- 
suits are very sad. 
Many families are compelled lo en- 


dure hardships. Just think how long it will take to 
make up the losses in wages which have been forced 
upon the wage earners,, of Madison because of four or 
five selfish mien. 


Docs the Madison public re'alize the situation? 
The striking plumbers saw a chance. They are will- 


ing to sacrifice their city's fair name. They don't care 
about the homes they "own.

It is not an arbitrary act but mere- 


ly followed out,provisions of the law 
passed by the legislature 
in 1913 


which provides that when petitioned, 
to do so the Industrial commission 
shall, after investigation, fix the 
minimum living wage which can be 
paid to female employees. 


Within a year after the law was 


passed and at a time when none of 
the present members were on the 
commission a petition was filed for 
the commission to fix the minimum 
living wage. A survey was made but 
in the mean time the Oregon law had 
been carried to the United States 
Supreme court and then the Europe- 
an war had started and the commis- 
sion announced that in view of the 
fact that the Oregon law, which was 
similar to the Wisconsin measure, 
had been carried to t^.e U. S. Su- 
preme court it was deemed advisable 
to wait for that decision. It was also 
held.by the commission that the ab- 
normal conditions, due to the war, 
made it impracticable, to fix a min- 
imum wage.
